It, ifl intorcHiiiii^, in pLTUHing Into 
ContiiierUiil JOiiropt'iin ]mpers, to notice 
tho eluint;o ill Boniimeiit towardH 
PriiHsiii ninco tli'i sliurL bill ducisivo 
cainpiiitin in Boliotnin. Bufbru tlic 
bull hud opened tlioro wan a gonoial 
fooling of hostility to Prussia niiinir- 
fuBlod by ail tho UontinuntuI Stales, 
find ppbtio Bcniiinoiil in Prussia was 
anything bui favorable towards thu 
King and Von Bismarck. The Pnis- 
Bian ohainbor of Duputios iui. l decided 
against the policy of tho govornincni 
and had boon dismissud. A campaign 
of ten days daralion, changed tho map 
of Europe, deposed thirty potty 
sovereigns, reduced Austria to tho 
rank ot a seoond class power, and 
placed ike Kingdom of PruRsia iore- 
moflt among tho powers of Continent- 
al Europe. It has been truthfully 
said that nothing succeeds like sue- 
oess. Hence it occurs that Von Bis 
marok, who left his country to direct 
the campaign in Bohemia, followed 
by the anathemas of bis countrymen, 
returned at the end of a fortnight to 
receive the ovation due to him as 
a viotor. Men who ten days before 
were ready to denounce him as a 
traitor, hastened to retract their harsh 
oritioisra, and to render him the ho- 
mage due to bis ability and statecraft, 
which ho has fully established on an 
enduring basis. The olectionj for 
Deputies were immediately cullo't and 
resulted in a virtual defeat of the 
"Party of Progress" — a party that 
occapiosa position in Germany simi- 
lar to that of the Eadioals of ii)Dgland. 
The speech of the King from the 
Throne at the opening of the session 
was a wishy-washy affair. £o suid 
a great deal about thankfulness to 
Divine Providence for tho victories 
that bad rested with Prussian arms, 
and promised to restore the power ot 
voting the supplies to the people's rep- 
resentatives ; be alluded to tho con- 
templated reiorganizution of the Fed- 
. eral army, and a prospcctivo re- 
vision of llio Franchise Acts ; but said 
nothing as to the policy of the govern 
ment regarding Austria, nor of its 
polioy towards Southern Germany. 
The budget, we learn by cable, haH 
since been sent in to the Chamber, 
and that body have signified their 
gratitude for the "gracious concession" 
by voting King William an indemnity 
for past excesses of cxpenditarc — 
which His Majesty acknowledged wer 
made without "legal foundation" — 
and bavo passed tho supplies for ISGG. 
The lesser German States absorbed 
by Prussia are gradually acceptin-,' tho 
new order ol tbingj. The Kings, poor 
fellows, dio hard. They cannot un- 
derstand why they aro stripped of 
regal power ai the will of Prussia, 
and compelled to consent to any ar- 
rangement that Bismarck may sou 
fit to dictate. But if tho Prussians 
retain the good will of the vox populi, 
there is little fear of the deposed uion- 
archs giving much trouDle to iboir 
new musters. France has boon gon« 
teely snubbed by Pru-sia durini; the 
whulo contest, aud tho King of Prus 
sia, in his speech, made not even an 
allaston to "our j-ood cousin Napo- 
leon," who, the telogriiph states, i- 
lying seriously ill at St. Cluud. 
Whatever may bo tho motives thai 
induced Ilapobon to rest quiet while 
these groat changes wore going on 
around him, lime alone must decide, 
rronchmen request us to wait for a 
movo until tho Great Exposition shall 
have closed ; while tho rest of Europe 
sneer and say that ho has boon out- 
witted by bis more wily adversary, 
and that a hoslilo movoment would bu 
the signal for a general European war, 
out of which Franco would emerge 
"second host." Outwitted or cheek- 
mated Uapoloon may have boon, and 
men may sneer at him and Lis policy ; 
but if the adoption by him of iho celo 
bratcd neodlo-guu, and his pushing (or- 
•ward armaments on soa and land mear. 
anything, tbero is mischief al.oal. 
The lutost cable news is to tho Gtli 
inst., at which date the difflculiios be- 
tween Itolyand Austria woro clonred 
away, and peace finally ratified— tho 
latlur power Surrendering Vonotia 
ujKJii Italy agreeing to pay 34,000,000 
floriiiij of tho indebtedness of that 
Provinoo,
